Ig I 
were de i'iohrehschildt'3 daughter or widow I’d be taking a big hunk out of ABC. The 
carelessness on this is astounding/ Oltmane is not the only case. 

Whan you turn so many reporters loose on so many controversial questions and when 
they depend on those to whom they talk - and when journalistically you have penaitted 
yourself little c hoi os — the risk of costly and unnecessary litigation is great. You 
koov how such it can costoto win a suit or get u spurious one thrown out. 

If Ron lias time to read what he has, books and records ScfcKnf both, he'll bo an 
added asset. 

It is about the records that I write. The agreement was that I’d make th«a available 
but that none would be used without pay. It will not take long to lose track. I have no 
idea what Ron haa. He wont through what ho wanted to go through, copied what he wanted, 
and I neither asked nor looked. 

In this you have an extroardinaxy good bargain, x t cost me a fortune to pbtain 
those records. Even the xeroxing cost was high.

The more time passes and the more these copies get scattered the higher 
the probability. Especially with so meny people to have access to them. And then maybe 
you 11 retire again and you will have no contact with thiB. 

jl y suggestion is that you have a rubber stamp made and have a clerical employee 
stamps the reverse of each page with whatever reminder of this arrangement you find 
appropriate. It i6 one way of protecting me against accident. 

Prior to that thero was a hectic period of so 
many calls I can t count them all but I know the names of at least a dozen of your people 
who had been strangers. Then there were the lf-rge parts of two days with Paul Einstein 
and t)ie coots of that.

00 I d appreciate it if you would take care of all of this as soon as you can and 
make an effort to walk it to at leaat near the end of your accounting department. I'm 
sure that in their usual business tlw>y are effecient. My experience l8 that when they 
depart from ilteii norm 1 have troubles.
